HINTS TO RIDERS. 


(That' an Accomplished Kbruman Smy« to 


. 
Aspirin* Eqneitrlana. 


«':A» a fide you will find in Arner- 


j«%'' said Lieutenant Lindholm of the 
Royal- Danish cavalry, ivho is now 
head instructor of the riding academy, 
more accomplished horsewomen than 
horsemen, the Indies showing to better 
advantage and; .having a steadier and 
move regular seat. Why? Because 
the gentlemen think that they under- 
stand the art of riding long before they 
have mounted a horse. A lady should 
•it in the middle of the saddle, the 
figure erect, shoulders of an equal 
height and the elbows near the side. 
The right leg by which the weight 
should be mainly supported, must be 
level from the knee up and He close to 
theaaddle with the loot turned in. The 
•tin-up should be of such a length as to 
raise the left leg lightly against the 
ieapinghorn. The hand should follow 
the-: motion 
of the horse's head 


through 
the 
wrist, 
so 
that if 


the .horse pulls the reins the band 
will remain firm. By keeping the 
elbow close to the aide and the wrist 
supple you can get the proper limit of 
rein. 


"A firm, easy hand is difficult to ac- 


quire, but it must be had if you wish to 
be a good rider. Usually ladies are 
taught to rise in the saddle. This trick, 
which was invented or discovered by 
.the'English, is very serviceable, where 
you have a hard trotting horse and 
don't'want to take all the pounding. 
It can be accomplished by stretching 
out the left log, and keeping time with 
the horse's movement in your lift from 
the saddle. 


"It is a mistake to think that a gen- 


tleman has a better advantage sitting 
on a horse than a lady. His seat is not 
near so firm or secure. Every horse- 
lan must expect, sooner or later, to 
be thrown, and the main thing at such 
a time is to keep cool and get yourself 
clear of the horse. A man keeps his 
balance with his knees and with the 
inside of the thigh in the saddle. The 
ankle must be supple to keep the feet 
in the stirrups. The heel should be an 
inch lower than the ballot the foot and 
the knee should be slightly bent, so 
that a perpendicular line from the 
knee down will just strike behind the 
toes. Every rider ought to take his 
first lesson without stirrups, so as not 
to learn to depend on them, and a good 
rider ought to keep his seat without 
them as well as with them. 
In fact if 


his legs were cut off at the knees, he 
should be able to ride with the butts." 


.The lirst time a lady mounts, or 


rather tries to mount, is the funniest. 
thing about the learning. -She will put 
her right hand on the pommel of the 
saddle, her left on the shoulder of the 
Bjroom, and her left foot in his hand. 
Be will tell her to give a light spring 
when he counts three. Then here 
be goes: 
"One, 
two, three!" The 


lady is not in the saddle, and he wishes 
lie hadn't his tongue between his teeth 
when her left knee struck his chin.— 
Washington Critic. 


MEtEQRIg tHAMONDS. 


Interacting Examination* Recently Mad* 


by George F. Kuuz. 


George F. Kunz, at the tenth annual 


reception of the New York Microscop- 
ical Society, exhibited a microscopical 
specimen of a meteoric stone, in which, 
some foreign experts claim, diamonds 
exist. The stone fell at Novy Urej, 
Srasnoslobdsk, Government of Penza, 
Russia, on September 4, 1886, shortly 
after, seven o'clock in the morning, 
aqd. was found by MM. Latschinof and 
Jerolcief, *who, after 
examining it, 


came to the conclusion that it was 
Slled with meteoric diamonds. 


Mr. Kn'nz, in speaking of the speci- 


men, said that it was of special interest, 
since Fletcher had given the name 


'Cliftonite" to the new cubic fo¥m of 


carbon, which he obtained from the 
meteoric iron that was found in the 
sub;district of Youndegin, Australia, 
in 1884, and suggested, since this form 
Is peculiar to the diamond and not to 
graphite, that, although the crystaliza- 
Lion may have been initally favorable 
to the fbrmationiof the diamond, yet it 
was so rapid that the graphitic form 
only, was developed. He had only re- 
ceived two grams of the meteor found 
byMM. Latschinof and Jerolcief, and 
in view of the fact that the stone 
weighed four pounds, or nearly two 
thousand grams, it was very difficult to 
jitdge from his specimen of the nature 
of its bearings. 


Mr. Kunz made a careful examina- 


tion of the two gram specimen, but 
found absolutely no trace of diamonds. 
There" occurred in the stone small 
grains of olivine or peridot, which be- 
ing rounded and having a marking ns 
well as a luster, might have been mis- 
taken for diamonds. The discoverers, 
according to Mr. Kunz's idea, hod 
jrobably described the olivine as dia- 
monds without a thorough examina- 
tion, although this he could not allege 
positively until he had seen both the 
meteor and the papers describing the 
lisoovery, neither of which had 
yefr 


come to this country. 


Mr. Kunz also exhibited a specimen 


uf porphyritic volcanic peridotite, the 
altered carbonaceous breccia of which 
has yielded nearly seven tons of dia- 
monds, valued, uncut, at 1250,000,000; 
3. section of a rock containing a beauti- 
ful: two karat absolutely white perfect 
octahedron, and several specimens of 
rocks showing all the characteristic 
minerals which were obtained during 
a trip through the country last sum- 
mer.— Jeweler's Weekly.

A Bold Yankee Privateer in the Japan 


Sea. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—United States 
Jonsnl 0. H. Oreathouse, of Kanagowa, 
'apau, has jufst advised the State Depart- 
ment of a more or less alarming condition 
of nffairs in the Japan Sea, where the 
•mall contingent of the United States 
Navy doing duty on that station is en- 
fttged in chasing a pirate bold in the per- 
!on of James Forbes, an enterprising 
Yankee sailor, late mate of the.. Nereid, 
jut now master of the low, rakish craft 
w !h which he recently ran away from the 
port of Gtmm, Japan. The Nereid is a 
;rim and tight little schooner of about 
Jiirty tons burden, owned 'n the United 
States, and until seized by Forbes, sailing 
unrler the American flag. Her captain, 
Charles Johnson, hails from Massachu- 
setts, and his little vessel was trading in 
the islands south of Japan. 


One fine morning in March last Captain 


Johnson anchored off Guam, and, leaving 
Hie mate in charge of the schooner, went 
ashore to buy a box o£ hard-tack. 
While 


he was absent, the first mate, Forbes, 
served out. to himself a quadruple allow- 
ance of grog, under the influence of which 
he conceived the idea of becoming a buc- 
caneer on his own account. With visions 
of the glorous career of Captain Kidd 
flying through his befuddled brain he 
went below and brought up a loaded shot- 
grin, which he playfully pointed at the 
Japanese cook and steward of the Nereid. 
The cook's yellow countenance turned 
as white as his flowing shirt, and run- 
ning to the side 
of the vessel, he 


cast himself into the sea, unmindful 
of the sharks, whose fins could be seen 
above the water on every side. He wae 
quickly followed by a Japanese sailor who 
preferred the chance of life to a certainty 
of carrying a skin full of holes, and the 
two swam ashore. Left in sole command 
of the schooner, Forbes ordered his little 
crew of shivering, chattering Japanese on 
deck, and pulling down the stars and 
stripes ran up a section of ail umbrella 
cover, which did duty as the black ensign 
of his newly-adopted profession. Then 
setting all sail he shot out of the harbor 
in quest of prizes, presumably bullion- 
laden junks and beautiful biit- hapless 
maidens of high degree. 


Fukuda, the cook, and his companion 


lost no time in hunting up Captain John- 
son and acquainting him witli the facts. 
They.then set out for the American Con- 
sulate at Kanagowa, where they reported 
Its occurrence to Consul-General'Great- 
house. The Consul at once communicated 
the facts to Commander Glass of the 
United States steamer Monocacy, which 
happened to be lying in port. .A circular 
was then prepared describing Forbes and 
his little craft, and sent to all ports of 
China and Japan. The Monocacy prompt- 
ly weighed anchor, and started in pursuit 
of the pirate. Up to date he has not been 
overhauled. Forbes lias altogether the 
Bir of a "bad man", 


Call For a Democratic Caucus. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—A call is out 


for a Dsmooratic caucus to be held as 
soon as a recess of the House may be 
taken. The call is signed by nearly a 
hundred and fifty Democrats. 
There is 


very little doubt now that the caucus 
order would be to kill the Direct-Tax 
bill, but the caucus cannot ba held as long 
ns the House sits without recess. Some 
of the most ardent advocates oE the bill 
among the Democrats say they will not 
obey the caucus if it decides against the 
measure. It is supposed tliat some of 
these would vote against a recess, so as to 
prevent, if possible, the holding of a cau- 
cus. 


IThe Bond-Purchase Bill. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—Senators say 


they have come to the conclusion that the 
House will take no action on the Bond- 
Purchase bill, and that it will not be re- 
ported from the committee on ways and 
means. Senator Allison is of opinion that 
the President and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury have decided that they have authority 
to purchase bonds as provided by the bill, 
and that inasmuch as the Beck silver 
amendment Is not an acceptable feature, 
the measure will receive no further ac- 
tion.
